Our columnist wants to know, are doctors 
practicing medicine or are they just 
becoming bill collectors? 


ome prominent physicians 
S want to make big bucks from 
both the public health system and 
the proposed private health care 
environment in Alberta. They 
shouldn't get it both ways. Let me 


explain 





Recent government proposals to 


sell now-or-soon-to-be-closed hos- 
pitals to private concerns have 
provoked an angry (perhaps scared) 
reaction from several quarters, who 
say, “We don’t want the American 
health care system here.” 

Add to this mix the fact that Amer- 
icans are happy to cross the border 
to have their surgeries performed 
in Alberta for a hefty fee, and we 
end up with a confusing spaghetti 
stew 

Given the public outcry in the 
last few weeks, it is abundantly 
clear that a significant majority of 
Albertans, along with most of the 
rest of our fellow Canadians, cher- 
ish our health care system. 

Phe provincial government, and 
the Alberta Medical Association, are 
responding to that pressure, argu- 
ing that the introduction of private 
hospitals will not be at the expense 
of the public system. They say that 
it will be a complement to the cur- 
rent status 

Let's clarify things. First, when 
only a minority of 4 country’s (the 
USA's) citizens are actually covered 
by a publicly funded medicare sys- 
tem, the use of the word “system” is 
misleading 

if any system in the real sense 
exists in the U.S., itis comprised of 
another stew of countless private 
medical insurance programs. These 
are available to those who are able 
to pay their premiums, or whose 
employers are able to cost-share 
those premiums with the employ- 
ees. 

Every variety of coverage imagi- 








nable is available in the U.S., along 
with every price range imaginable 
There are also countless “fine print” 
exceptions to coverage, as wellasa 
universe full of arbitrary rules, such 
as “after X dollars of health care are 
provided under this coverage, fur- 
ther eligibility to purchase coverage 
is thereafter denied.” 

Most importantly, it needs to be 
made clear that nothing like that is 
being contemplated, as far as I 
know, by the provincial govern- 
ment 

So, to the next part: why would 
American citizens prefer to pay the 
Government of Alberta for their 
surgical needs, than have them at- 
tended to in their own state(s)? 

The state of the Canadian dollar 
at this time is certainly a factor. 

But even if the U.S. and Canadi- 
an dollars were on par, I submit 
that Americans would continue to 
prefer to have their surgeries done 
in Canada because our health care 
system costs Canadians some nine 
per centof our Gross Domestic Prod- 
uct. The American “system” costs 
some 13 per cent of the U.S. GDP 

Canada's health care system is in 
the aggregate less costly by a sub- 
stantial rate. This has been the case 
for nearly 30 years. I can see no 
reason why this would change, 
unless the policies of either goy- 
ernments change. 

The bottom line: there is noth- 
ing in the Canada Health Act which 
prevents the establishment of pri- 
vate hospitals in Canada. We already 
have a gazillion private long-term 
care facilities; ditto for private labs, 
mainly owned and operated by 
doctors. For profit. 

You want to know the real issue 
here? Some Alberta doctors want to 
double dip, but they won't say it in 
plain language. 

They want to milk the public sys- 
tem, while billing their private 
hospital patients to the teeth. 

Sorry, docs — it’s gotta be one 
way or the other. Either opt out 
entirely or opt into the system that 
allowed and continues to allow you

new study in Edmonton may 

set the standard in terms of 
monitoring industry’s impact on 
an ecosystem, according to the in- 
dustrial consortium sponsoring the 
report and an independent, and 
sometimes outspoken, environ- 
mental watchdog. 

The North Saskatchewan River 
Study provides a base of informa- 
tion that is unequalled in Alberta, 
and perhaps North America, for 
monitoring the enviromental im- 
pact users have on an ecosystem, 
says Dr. Ray Rasmussen, the man 
whom much of the credibility of 
the study is relying upon. 

Rasmussen, a board member of 
the Toxics Watch Society of Alberta 
and the past president of the Cana- 
dian Parks and Wilderness Society, 
is arguably one of Alberta's most 
credible and powerful environmen- 
tal advocates. 


Alarming picture 


The study, released Wednesday, 
paints an alarming picture of the 
impact the 12 licenced dischargers 
of effluent have on the river. It 
measures specific chemical and 

~-mutrient-levels of individual dis- 
chargers, gauges the total toxicity 
of all the sewage and, adds a rare 
third dimension, the actual envi- 


net fin ; =< eS 
= ‘The study says basic elements in 


the food chain are being altered 
from waste pumped into the river. 

Reportedly, the worst enemy the 
river faces is the discharge of nutri- 
ents into the river and the single 
largest contributor is none other than 
the City of Edmonton's Gold Bar 
sewage treatment plant. The majori- 
ty of nutrients are found in actual 
human excrement, but some house-

hold detergents and industrial proc- 
esses also add to the problem 

The combined impact of Gold 
Bar and the Capital Region Sewage 
Commission, which treats the sew- 
age for urban populations just east 
of Edmonton, is about 75 per cent 
of the problem, according to the 
two independent scientists Rasmus- 
sen insisted be able to review all 
data. The U of A’s director of the 
Environmental Centre, Dr. Ellie 
Prepas, and Dr. George Dixon, the 
University of Waterloo’s chairman 
of Biological Sciences both cri- 
tiqued the study. 

The municipalities dwarf any 
impact industry may have on the 
river, say Prepas and Dixon. The 
city almost, but not quite, makes 
the private sector look like the good 
guy, add the two scientists. 

The study looked for signs of 
change within the River's benthic 
invertebrate populations (some in- 
sect larvae and other organisms 
which are basically at the bottom of 
the river’s food chain) from an area 
west of Edmonton where there aren't 
any licenced dischargers to the riv- 
er’s last licencee in Redwater. 

What it found is that while inver- 
tebrate populations aren't very 
plentiful in the river west of the city 
there is a large diversity of them.

However, invertebrate popula- 
tions immediately down river of 
the industrialized corridor are sig- 
nificantly more plentiful but 
decline drastically in diversity. 

Dixon says this essentially shows 
that the environment downstream 
from the sewage plants has been 
significantly altered. 

Effects on human health or fish 
populations weren't included in 
the study, adds Prepas, but such a

massive change in the river's com- 
position would undoubtably have 
an impact further up the food chain 

The study came about because 
Alberta Environment is placing an 
increased onus on users of the riv- 
er to monitor and regulate their 
impact on it. 

The $500,000 study was initiat- 
ed and paid for by: Gold Bar, Capital 
Region Sewage, Celanese Canada, 
AT Plastics, Dow Chemical, Geon 
Canada, Imperial Oil, Petro Cana- 
da, Shell, and Sherritt’s plants in 
Ft. Saskatchewan and Redwater 

It's this industry participation the 
study's steering committee believed 
would cast a shadow of doubt on 
any findings. 

“It would be difficult in the eyes 
of the environmental community 
to accept the results because they've 
watched the earlier stages of ma- 
nipulation of the media and the 
public relations approach to han- 
dling environmental concerns [by 
industry and goyernment],” says 
Rasmussen, “soit may take a long

time to gain credibility with some 
hard-line environmentalists.’ 

This is why Rasmussen was 
brought in, says the chairman of 
the study's steering committee, 
Celanese’s Andy Day 

“Ray Rasmussen has been a full 
member of the steering commit- 
tee,” says Day, “We think we've 
gone as far as we can to prove the 
credibility of the study's science 
It’s up to the public to make their 
own minds up at this stage. Some 


will be convinced - some won't 

Rasmussen refused to take any 
money for his participation while 
Prepas’s and Dixon’s renumeration 
was nominal. The three are enthu 
siastic about the edibility of the 
science and the methodology that 
could be applied to other environ 
mental issues and the ability 
demonstrated by scientists to re 
tain their integrity 

For its part, Alberta Environment 
says the cooperative approach tak 
en in the study reduces the costs of 
monitoring and is animportant step 
in managing the environment, says 
spokesman Don Fleming

Edmonton's Parks and Recrea- 
tion department annually sprays up 
to 75 per cent of Edmonton's city- 
managed green space with 
herbicides to control broadleaf 
weeds — mainly dandelions. Each 
year, they spend $263,000 dump- 
ing 9,504 litres containing 2,4-D 
on our public parks and school- 
yards. Surprisingly, even more is 
dumped by private home owners 
in Edmonton. 

2,4-D is the main ingredient in 
Killex, Weed and Reed and the other 
popular weed killers that many of 
your neighbors put on their lawns 
each summer. Much of the spray 
misses its intended targets and drifts 
into neighboring yards and the wa- 
tertable. The chemical 2,4-D has been 
associated with childhood leukemia, 
brain cancer, lymphoma, birth de- 
fects and sterility. 

Action against spraying with 
chemicals such as 2,4-D has been 
taken by the municipalities of Otta- 
wa, Montreal, Waterloo, Vancouver, 
Port Coquitlan, Saskatoon, Dray- 
ton Valley, and Fort Saskatchewan 
— each has put in place strict by- 
laws limiting (and in some cases 
banning the use of herbicides. 

2,4-D belongs to a class of chem- 
icals called organochlorines, which 
have recently been linked to breast 
cancer, prostate cancer, endome- 
triosis, low sperm counts, and other 
reproductive disorders 

In a dry climate such as Ed- 
monton, it can take months for 
2,4-D to break down, and thus 
you can be exposed to chemical 
vapours long after the pesticide 
has been applied. Children, be-

rate, and the fact that they are 
still growing, are particularly 
vulnerable to the effects of her- 
bicides. They are also more likely 
to come directly in contact with 
newly sprayed grass. 

Lawns have become a prime sym- 
bol of urban living. They are 
impeccably manicured, weed free, 
of uniform texture and rich green 
in color. 

Maintaining this indulgence is 
costly in terms of gasoline for 
lawnmowers, purchasing costs, 
time, and human and ecosystem 
health. Almost 70 per cent of Ca- 
nadians with a yard or garden use 
herbicides. This use is largely cos- 
metic in nature; thatis, toenhance 
appearances. 

Are these costs worthwhile, es- 
pecially when alternative lawn care 
methods are well-known and pose 
no health threats? Mowing to a 
height of two-and-a-half or three 
inches gives your grass a competi- 
tive edge, allowing it to shade the 
sun-dependent weeds. Cultural 
methods, such as aerating, organic 
fertilizing and proper watering will 
also help to control weeds without 
the use of pesticides. 


Dandelions for life 


The onslaught on the dandelion 
disregards its tremendous medici- 
nal, nutritional,and environmental 
benefits. Minerals, provitamin A, 
vitamins B and C, as well as other 
substances make for the medicinal 
qualities of the plant. 

The fresh young leaves of the 
dandelion can be used in salads, 
and the roots - dried, roasted and 
ground - make a caffeine-free cof- 
fee substitue. Dandelions also make 
excellent wine. ‘

vocacy resulted in the one-year 
pilot project, begun in the sum- 
mer of 1994, to experiment with 
three different approaches to turf 
management. 

Other concerned citizens in Ed- 
monton have been lobbying for a 
“Right-To-Know” Bylaw which 
would ensure adequate advance 
notice of herbicide spraying. 

Many house dwellers have made 
their lawns herbicide-free, and have 
posted signs on their lawns declar- 
ing that they do not use any 
herbicides. This program is enti- 
tled Lawns for Kids. 

Clearly, the perceived benefits 
of improving the appearance of the 
urban landscape with toxic chemi- 
cals are clearly outweighed by their 
potential yet significant human and 
environmental costs. Maké “your 
lawn and garden drug-free.

In the last two months, -three 
pizza places have opened up with- 
in three blocks of each other 
The Funky Pickle Pizza Co. sprang 
up in the space that was once Cafe 
Vertigo, between Sonix and Divine 
Decadence. It is an ideal location 
for the late-night bar crowd they 
expect to attract, bur the pizza is 
delicious and inventive enough to 
be a daylight draw as well 


Wild ingredients like sauerkraut, 
snow peas and roasted garlic set 
the tone at The Funky Pickle, and 
the combos are nothing if not cre- 
ative. Take The Funky Chicken, for 
example: marinated chicken, snow 
peas, red peppers, bean sprouts, 
cilantro, red onions, toasted sesa- 
me seeds and hot sweet and sour 
sauce. Sounds like it lives up to its 
name, doesn't it? 

The Funky Pickle uses a hand- 
made, whole-wheat herb dough and 
homemade sau Their crusts are 
thick — but airy, not doughy or 
tough. Janis Redman, who co-owns 
the restaurant along with Kevin 
Vollan and Ostap Struk says they 
are aiming for what they like them- 
selves — “nice, thick, chewy, juicy 
pizza.” 

In addition to pizza by the slice 
($3.25) and by the pie, The Funky 
Pickle sells kosher pickles ona stick,

pickled eggs and pickled sausages. 

A block up the street at Rebar 
you'll find Zombie's pizza. Also a 
late-night, carry-out, pizza by the 
slice operation, Zombie's doesn’t 
open until 5 pm. Manager Mark 
Frendo shops for produce during 
the day so that he can offer a variety 
of fresh slices in the evening. 

“I don’t even have a menu,” says 
Frendo, “if people want me to make 
them a whole pie, I just open the 
cooler and let them choose.” Zom- 
bie’s pizza is on a homemade 
white-flour dough ($3 by the slice). 

At 170 seats on two floors and a 
patio deck, Stone Age is by far the 
largest newcomer on the pizza 
scene. Stone Age is a slick and 
trendy licensed restaurant with a 
wonderful wood-burning oven in 
the former United Cycle repair 
shop. 

Owners George, Richard and Pat- 
ti Nagy have spent the fall and 
winter rebuilding the inside of the 
old warehouse space. It was an in- 
spired choice for a restaurant 
location, and they've made the most 
of a great building. The cracked 
concrete floor has, been acid- 
washed and “scrubbed like crazy,” 
the middle of the second floor was 
torn out to create 50-foot high ceil- 
ings, the floor joists reused to create 
railings, and old bricks and glass 
blocks cleaned and re-established 
in new places inside. 

George Nagy jokingly calls it “a 
recycled restaurant,” but there is 
certainly nothing hackneyed about 
the way Stone Age looks and tastes. 
The menu includes salads, focac- 
cia, and a few appetizers, but the 
big deals are the pizzas and bagels. 

The pizzas are individual size 
ovals of wood fired dough (ei-

Thirty-six days and the death of an- 
other hostage pass. On the last day, 
Spab’s life-long pal, the brooding Joe 
Dice (Jack Noseworthy) snaps. Down- 
ing the last beer in the store, he cap- 
tures a terrorist weapon and begins the 
firefight that frees the other two and 
gets himself killed. 

Spab and the only other remaining 
hostage, Wendy Pfister (Reese 
Witherspoon), emerge as heroes. Espe- 
cially Spab — his foul-mouthed 20-year- 
old philosophizing regularly snared him 
a 30-share rating. They didn’t have a 
clue. 

Based on Andrew Wellman’s novel, 
writer/director Jefrey Levy and co-au- 
thor Danny Rubin’s script follows Spab 
quest to resume his unencumbered dys- 
functional life.

Zhang Yimou's epic is appropriately ti- 
tled. Survival dictates every action Fugui 
(Ge You) and Jiazhen (Gong Li) must 
take in the upheaval spanning three dec- 
ades of China’s national turmoil. 

In the ’40s, Fugai was a swaggering 
rich boy spending his nights gambling 
and drinking. We meet his wife, the 
strong but lady-like Jiazhen, on the verge 
of leaving. One night his excesses defeat 
him entirely; he loses his parent’s home, 
his pregnant wife and young daughter, 
and his last shred of pride. When Jiazhen 
returns with their new sona glimmer of 
hope appears. 

Now Chairman Mao's political reforms 
affect the newly reunited family. Through- 
out the ’50s and '60s, the family, new at 
being poor, learns to straddle the line at 
being good Communist revolutionaries 
and overzealous Communist revolution- 
aries. Judgements both bad and good 
deeds cost dearly. 

Zhang successfully creates vivid char- 
acters who garner sympathy as they are 
steadily becoming de-humanized. The 
last 40 minutes are unfortunately inter- 
minable. Writers Yu Hua and Lu Wei 
scribe out repetitive dialogue, long si- 
lent moments of nothingness, an weird 
conjugations of to!

“IT would be very interested to 
know what the purpose of consol- 
idation would be.” she stated “I 
would like to know the principles 
of how it would improve service to 
the arts community. If they don't 
have a way of providing that infor- 
mation, then why are they 
cancelling it?” 

Chawrun also indicated the pos- 
sibility of the magazine existing as 
a private operation. 

“We're looking to see if anybody 
is interested in taking over some of 
these things and running them as 
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cost recovery,” she said. “I guess 
for Arts Bridge, it would be adver- 
ltising revenue, so there are some 
options there.” 

Chawrun added that streamlin- 
ing the newsletter’s subscription list 
of 20,000 names (an additional 
7,000 copies are dropped off at 
galleries and other arts venues) 
could cut its overall production 
costs in half. To that end, the de- 
partment is looking at any 
duplication that exists in the mail- 
out databases between Arts Bridge 
and other department publications. 

Making the magazine available on 
computer disc or the Internet in- 
stead of print is another 
consideration. 

Currently, Arts Bridge is availa- 
ble free to subscribers, but 
Grella-Mozejko said that he 
wouldn't mind footing the postage 
costs for his copy. 

“When I came to Canada from 
Poland, that was when I could get 
a free arts magazine,” he said. “tn 
Europe. you have to pay for them.” 

So far, Chawrun stated that there 
is no solid contingency plan in 
place to replace the publication. 

“I must admit that we're still in 
the very early planning stages.” 

Abercrombie was mystified about 
why the department would slash 
the magazine before even consid- 
ering the alternatives. 

She added that eliminating a

publication with an annual budget 
of $67,000 would do little to help 
reduce the provincial deficit, last 
reported to be at $8.6 billion. 

“Arts Bridge is a tiny, inexpen- 
sive, cost-effective way of providing 
absolutely essential information to 
the arts community,” she said. 

“Cancelling Arts Bridge is not 
going to make Albertans healthier, 
it's not going to keep a hospital 
Open, it’s not going to make a high- 
way, and it’s not going to improve 
my children’s education. If it did, | 
would be happy to see it go, but it 
won't.” 

Gene Zwozdesky, the Liberal MLA 
for Edmonton-Avonmore, was also 
bewildered about the the govern- 
ment's motives for cutting the 
newsletter. 

“I'd be disappointed to see them 
cancel the publication without any 
real rationale for doing so, I don’t 
know where they’re coming from 
with a lot of their policies lately, to 
be quite honest.” 


Economic agenda 


Zwozdesky, who also serves as 
the Liberal Party Whip and Com- 
munity Development critic, hinted 
that Arts Bridge’s forthcoming de- 
mise hardly corresponds with any 
government economic agenda. 

He pointed out that the Tories 
recently quashed motions in the 
legislature to officially recognize 
Freedom To Read Week-and an 
international day calling for the 
elimination of discrimination. 

“I see anything that provides in- 
formation as being really something 
that the government, for some rea- 
son, fears having around,” said 
Zwozdesky. - wie 

“I don't know if this is a contin- 
uation of some ideological bent that 
they're on. Not censorship in the 
true sense of the word, but some 
sort of denial of provision of infor- 
mation. That's more what my 
concern would be here. What’s the 
deeper rooted message? I don’t know

Dubbed “Celtic rock” by many 
wags in the music business, Rawl- 
ins Cross doesn't worry too much 
about the label imposed upon 
them 

For Dave Panting, who, together 
with his brother Geoff, helped form 
the band in the late ’80s, labels “are 
just something people use so they 
know where to file you.” 

Wherever they may be filed, 
chances are, nothing on Rawlins 
Cross has had much of a chance to 
gather dust. In addition to gather- 
ing a solid fan base after 
establishing themselves on the pub 
and folk circuit scene, the six-mem- 
ber band has also recorded three 
well-received albums 

Yet it wasn’t until their most re- 
cent album, Reel ‘n’ Roll, that the 
band felt they had finally managed 
to blend their individual styles and 
influences into a cohesive sound 


Schizophrenic 


“Yeah, we do tend to be kind of 
schizophrenic in our style because 
of the different influences in the 
band,” admits Panting. “But I think 
we got a lot closer to a cohesive 
sound on the Reel ‘n’ Roll album 
than we have before.” 

The band devoted a great deal of 
energy to ensuring that the album 
is true to the band’s stage perform- 
ance, and vice-versa. 

“For the most part, most of the 
stuff on Reel ‘n’ Roll was recorded 
in only one or two takes,” explains 
Panting, “which was important be- 
cause we know it's real easy to get 
caught up in that production thing, 
but then people wind up disap-

Conversation Peace 
(Motown) 


Conversation Peace, Stevie Wonder's first 
studio album in about eight years, is 
sure to have people talking. This is — if 
you'll forgive the oxymoron — an in- 
stant classic. The songs are solid, the 
level of musical talent excels, and the 
production sparkles. Wonder mixes so- 
cially-conscious lyrics with an 
encylopedic knowledge of black music 
forms. Acid jazz, '60s soul grooves, funk 
and gospel-tinges — Wonder does them 
all. He is backed with a who’s who of 
musicians, including Ladysmith Black 
Mambazo, Take 6, Anita O'Day, Terrence 
Blanchard, and Branford Marsalis. The 
stand-out tracks include “Take the Time 
Out” — Wonder's best groove since 
“Superstition” — and “My Love is With 
You,” an impassioned and harrowing plea 
against handguns. In the midst of a com- 
plex and often sad world, Wonder strikes 
a comforting chord of hope.
